BIBS:—Certain gentlemen belonging 
to your League requested me to give 
expression of my sentiments upon the 
question of annexation, at the meet* 
ing to be held tonight. I gave a 
qualified promise to do so, but regret 
toeaythat I am, prevented unavoid 


As for the interest of the Uuitecl 


Btates&^annexlng Hawaii, although 
I have no doubt upon that question, 
its discussion and decision belong to 
the people and congress of the United 
States, upon whose decision, wb«n all 
the fa^ts are before them. Hawaii 
can tafely abide. It is time now 
to lay 
aside all the 
old 
differ- 


ences •which related to the affairs 
of the late 
monarchy, 
and 
to 


bury them to the deepest oblivion. 
Some of you may. think and do thiuk 
that ttie changes of 1893 were brought 
about b# the aid of the United States 
naval Hrces, and by the connivance 
of Migjbter Stevens and Captain 
Wiltee.~- Others think, as I do, tbat 
they v-j-e bound to come, and tbat 
the col^vrvative and law-abiding ele- 
ment Sere were compelled for their 
own protection lo bring about those 
changes, just as< they accomplished 
the great constitutional changes of 
1887, 
and put down the WI Icox re vo- 


lution of 1889. But tbose issues are 
dead, and ought to be burled without 
any further formalities, Tbey are as 
dead as Julius Cteaar, and are of no 
more concern today to the people of 
Hawaii than Is the volcano which 
once performed on yonder Punchbowl. 
Tbey may serve the purposes of for- 
eign newspaper editors and correspon- 
dents, to fill up their columns, but I 
say that we have no more interest 
now la those things than we have in 
Noah's Ark. Let the dead past bury 
its dead, and now let us make com- 
mon cause for annexation, aud for a 
greater Hawaii. New hopes, new in- 
spiration and new Issues are before 
us. Letua show that the Republic 
of Hawaii is self-respecting, and self- 
sustained, and tbat It is determined to 
accomplish, and to be worthy of its 
manifest destiny of becoming a part 
of the Great Republic.

it. We are gathered this evening 
to discuss a question deeply affect- 
ing the interests of the islands and 
all the people thereof. The discus- 
sion is friendly aud the expression 
of feeling and sentiments are not 
centered in any one class. 


In introducing the first speaker, 


Judge A. S. Hartwell, Chairman 
Smith referred to him as a strong 
find able exponent of annexation. 


In opening his address Judge 


Hartwell said a friend of his asked 
him during yesterday if he was 
looking for inspiration. When a 
man knows what be wants and 
knows what he means, he does not 
find need of inspiration. 
The 


speaker did not need inspiration to 
discuss annexation. He said : 


When my right hand shall wither 


and my tongue shall forget its cun- 
ning, then, and not until then, shall 
I fail to do whatever I can in favor of 
the. annexation of Hawaii to the 
United States of America. When you 
consider tbe question from the Hawai 
an point of view, and as a practical 
matter, apart from all sentimental 
associations with the late monarchy, 
bow can any one hesitate to say that 
the highest and beat interests of Ha- 
waii are identified with and depend 
upon annexation? It makes no differ- 
ence whether one baa much or little of 
this world's goods. If be is a man of 
capital, he wants his capital to be 
secured by the strong arm of Uncle 
Sam. If ho Is not a man of capital, 
be wants the avenues of prosperity 
open to him. Annexation will give 
to Hawaii a new impetus for business, 
would let loose or bilng new capital 
for new enterprises, and would per- 
mit a permanent free market for all 
the produets of Hawaii. The groat 
staple products of sugar and rice 
would no longer bp at the mercy of 
United Stales tariff laws and treaties. 
Hawaii could then be protected by 
those laws and treaties ngal. st the 
monopoly of Japanese imports and 
traile which now Impend* over It, and 
wblchcan be warded off In no other 
wny. 


CHABLES B. WILSON. 


were listened to with interest by 
the Hawaiians present, and tbey 
seemed to be well satisfied with 
the stand taken by the speaker. 
Mr. Hopkins said in part: 


You, no doubt, all look askanse at 


me standing on this platform advocat- 
ing annexation. I see among you 
friends whom I woiked with for the 
restoration of tbe monarchy. As we 
have different political views at pres- 
ent, I hope you will bear no malice 
toward me, as I assure you I bear 
none to those who differ from me. I 
know tbe feeling pervading the minds 
of Hawaiians who are not of the same 
persuasion-OS myself, that the present 
Government is odious to them; and 
would like to see it done away with, 
if possible. Now, gentlemen, have 
you never for one moment thought 
tbat by working and assisting in tbe 
annexation of these islands would be 
the means of ridding yourselves of 
tbat which is nauseating and objec- 
tionable to you? 
Supposing there 


was something unwholesome to your 
sense of smell, w>uld you allow tbat 
putrid matter tff remain? No; you 
certainly would remove it by all 
means; and if tbe present Government 
is objectionable to you, why do you 
not seize tbe weapon or means which 
will forever rid you of that which 
makes your heart sore? Gentlemen, 
annexation is tbe only weapon which 
lies before yon. We tried to get rid of 
the Government by appealing to tbe 
United States under protest; we failed 
in that. We had commissioners sent 
to Washington to get from the Presi- 
dent an answer to the Queen's protest; 
we failed in that also. We sent an- 
other 
commissioner 
to 
.England, 
France and Germany; we also failed 
in that. And, lastly, arms were taken 
up, and that means of overth rowing 
the Government failed also. Now, 
having tried various ways of wiping 
out tbe Government that you so de- 
test, what are you going to do now? 
Sit by and do nothing? I say no! I 
say you still have another weapon 
which is just aa formidable as any, if 
you will only look at it in a proper 
light without prejudice—and that Is 
annexation. You no doubt would want 
to hear of soiae of tbe benefits of an- 
nexation. Tbey are numerous. Un- 
der it you will have tbe backing of a 
strong, powerful government; y> uwlll 
have an influx of capital which will 
give you all employment. It means 
tbat a cable will be laid here, wbicb 
will be bring ships, giving employ- 
ment to hundreds of you who have 
been accustomed to work on tbe 
wharves. It means money spent in 
tbe country by capitalists, making 
a prosperous community, and with 


able to satisfy your every want, be- 
cause there will be plenty of money 
In tbe country A government tbat 
Is upheld by bayonets is no govern- 
ment to live under 
When did you 


see such laws as are being enacted un- 
der the present government? I know 
you never did before 
It is no doubt 
these things wbicb renders the pres- 
ent government objectionable, as well 
us the overthrow of the form of gov- 
ernment under which you lived and 
had your being. Then why not join 
us in this movement and by tbat 
means satisfy yourself as you can in 
no other way 
There are, no doubt, 
here tonight tbose who have fathers, 
brothers, husbands and sweethearts 
incarcerated in the prison over there. 
If you have any regard for those un- 
fortunate people, who are dear to you. 
let me assure you tbe quickest and 
surest course for getting your friends 
— our friends—out is by annexation 
Think well of this. Will you allow 
your friends to remain there when 
you have tbe means of making them 
free and happy men. Annexation 
means tbe abutting out of cheap Asi- 
atic labor, which la gradually push- 
ing Hawaiians to the wall. There 
was a time when Hawaiians did all 
the pol business. That has slipped 
through your fingers. 
Now they are 


competing with yon in other lines, 
and if this continues you will be com- 
pletely crushed. So I ask you in all 
sincerity to ponder aud weigh this 
question carefully; and I feel confi- 
dent you cannot fail to arrive at tbe 
same conclusion as I have, if you will 
.cast aside your prejudice. 


R. B. Brenham was introduced 


by the chairman as a rising young 
lawyer in town, who had been here 
only a short time. He is an ardent 
annexationist, and no dotfbt will 
convince you all of it before con- 
cluding his remarks. The speaker 
said in substance : 
' 


I thought of backing out and not 
coming here this evening, and would 
not have put in appearance but that I 
received some good news, which I 
know will interest you all. The mes- 
sage is' one that enables me to say 
that annexation is a certainty. Walk- 
ing down Kaabumanu street tbe other 
day in company with a friend, I met 
a man whose face was familiar to me, 
and one whom I Lad met before. In 
appearance be was robust, his step 
springy, with countenance expressive 
of marked intelligence. He had nerve 
and eyes showing undaunted courage. 
I have met him in California, in 
Texas, in New York and elsewhere— 
be was a Chicago drummer. [Loud ap- 
plause.) Whenever tbe Chicago drum- 
mer cornea to Hawaii tbe country is 
practically annexed. 
I have never 
addressed such a large crowd before, 
aud I hardly know what to say. I 
remember when I was quite young 
my mother often read to me out of 
that good old book—the bible. There 
is one verse in Proverbs which can be 
used on this occasion with full force 
and effect. It is " Sweet are the words 
of a friend, but tbe smiles of an enemy 
are deceitful." That is just tbe case 
with tbe Hawaiians. Tbey have been 
led into folly by those who only de- 
sired to advance their own Interests 
through them. 
Deceit has caused 


them to follow in paths that have led 
to ruin. In recalling a conversation 
held with a number of gentlemen 
in San Francisco some time ago, 
wherein one of the 
numb'er was 


praising the islands as a profit 
able field for investment, one of 
gentlemen said he would never come 
to the country. There 
were two 


things there he could not tolerate— 
"slander and mosquitos " Our lives 
are short; let us not spend it in villi- 
fying one another, but sbow more fel- 
low feeling. 
America has something 


to say about this question of annexa- 
tion—in fact a settlement of it must 
be made over there. America is the 
most progressive country in the 
world. 
This will be fully verified 


when history is written. She stands 
at the bead In art, science and inven- 
tion. There are more statesman in 
the United States—[some one said 
"bow about Cleveland ?"] 
This is 


hardly fair, the speaker said, I am a 
Democrat. The mistakes made by 
Cleveland checked the progress of Ha- 
waii, of America and of tbe world. I 
exhort you one and all—especially 
the Hawaliana—to use every means 
in your power to bring about annexa 
tion. Sooner it is accomplished the 
better it will be for all. 


The speaker was loudly applaud- 


ed during the course of his remarks 
and at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress. 


C. B. Wilson epoke a few min- 


utes. His address closed the pro- 
ceedings of the evening. He spoke 
in English and his address was 


selves. They should have taken tbe 
advice of those who have interests 
n the country and who have made 
I, 
at. J,1 is today '" civiliza- 
tion and Christianity. By listening 
to ill advice the Huwaiians have lost 
their government and forfeited their 
vote ; else they would have taken part 
in the constitutional convention, the 
lost election and other matters. The 
wheels of progress will move along 
just the same, whether the Hawaiians 
want Jit to or not; no power can Inter- 
fere with it." If annexation is to be 
our destiny, the sooner it comes the 
better for all concerned. I have no 
objection to the present government, 
its form or that of a monarchy. On 
account of our mixed population 
neither can last without some strong 
arm to assist it. Dependence upon 
bayonets fora continuance of exist- 
ence means dissatisfaction among the 
mosses. It must be conducted by the 
will of the people or it cannot hist. I 
say again that annexation is tbe only 
solution of our difficulties. If not to 
the United States then some other 
country. Anything is preferable to 
tbe present state. 


In closing the meeting, D. B. 


Smith added a few words. He did 
not think the present state of affairs 
could last long. He earnestly hoped 
for annexation. 
That star had 


already arisen, and in a short time 
would ^shed its refulgent beams 
over this little speck in the Pacific 
and make it a part and parcel of 
tbe grandest Republic on the face 
of the earth—tbe United States of 
America.

If cable connection between Van- 


couver and Hawaii is important to 
Great Britain as a connecting link 
between Autralasla and Canada, a di- 
rect connection by cable from San 
Francisco to Honolulu is vastly im- 
porant to the United States. It is 
true that the British system would 
serve the United States for commer- 
cial purposes, but if national interests 
were at stake we should be compelled 
to accept just such service as England 
should choose to allow us. In the de- 
velopment of the commerce of the 
Pacific this country wants independ- 
ence in the broadest sense of the term. 
We should not depend on other na 
tions to carry our goods in their ships 
or send our messages on their ocean 
cables. We should have our own 
ships, our own wires and our own 
American methods of managing them. 
The United States is rich enough to 
lead the world in this respect, and 
the public sentiment of the country 
proclaims itself In favor of this kind 
of progress. 


The cable to Hawaii should be con- 


would be at least £500,000 less than the 
estimate for the Vancouver route. 


The satiate of the United States had

However desirous we 
may be to avoid outside entangle- 
ment—and there is little in this but a 
name, for the race from which we 
spring never will be content to remain 
at home—there must be room pro- 
vided for development, and the lessons 
our nation received In the war of in- 
dependence, as well as that of 1812, 
and in 1861-5, show the imperative ne 
cessity of forestalling other oaUgns in 
possession of these Hawaiian islands. 
If foreigners obtain the sovereignty, 
then we simply fo-ter a condition of 
affairs which, should* we ever have 
any dispute with them, it would'glve

at Honolulu, the question of a cable 
to Hawaii has excited interest iu all 
lands, particularly where the Anglo- 
Saxon language is spoken. Witbin 
the past year France has become a 
factor in the matter, ami has laid a 
cable from the northwestern shores of 
the continent of Australia to the isl- 
and of New Caledonia, is reaching out 
now towards tjamoa, theuce to Tahiti 
and Hawaii. Her Majesty's Imperial 
government and certain of the south- 
ern Australian governments are much 
exercised at the assistance given this 
French undertaking by the Queens- 
land government At the Colonial con- 
ference, held in Ottawa iu June, 1894, 
the subject of the Trans-Pacific cable 
was thoroughly ventilated. Alterna- 
tive routes were suggested and dls 
cussed to the number of eight, aud 
reports made by Mr. Silmens ou sun- 
dry of these made it plain that all 
mechanical difficulties had been over- 
come; the marine surveyor aud elec- 
trician were reaily and had accom- 
plished everything that was neces- 
sary in their line. All that was now 
to be done was the solution of the 
financial problem 
With thin in view 


tenders were called for, and it has 
been shown that at the very ouU-ide, 
including the cost of all stations and 
plant, two repair steamers, and mak- 
ing an allowance for replacing the 
shore enda within the first ten years, 
aud other details familiar to the sub- 
marine engineer, $1500 per mile is an 
outside estimate.

convenience of blocade runners. X&p- 
tain Maban has given it as his opinion 
that it would be absolute folly for the 
United States government to neglect 
this opportunity in securing Hawaii, 
as these islands are the key to the en* 
tire Pacific and for a foreign nation, to 
bold them would mean that all of our 
Pacific Coast ports and our entire Pa- 
cific ocean commerce would be at the 
mercy of that nation, to say nothing 
of the effect it would have upon our 
ownership of the Nicaragua canal. A 
cable to Hawaii from our P ho res would 
be a vast accommodation to American 
shipping iu this way—passing north 
and south, or east and west across the 
ocean from Pacific Coast ports to the 
west coast of South America, Austra- 
lia, India, China and Japan, Hawaii 
is one of the points which most navi- 
gators make to test their chronom- 
eters and reckoning. With a cable, 
ship owners and those interested in 
our merchant marine, as well as the 
United States navy, would hear from 
Hawaii, and would so instruct JJieir 
masters, obtaining notice of the move- 
meats of their ships at 2000 miles 
from our coast Instead of making 
coast ports for orders, they would re- 
ceive orders at Hawaii to make any 
port of destination which owners 
might choose. 
How much this wouid save to our 
merchant marine cau hardly be esti- 
mated, but naen engaged in shipping 
business look upon it as a great boon. 
Beyond that, however, Hawaii being 
the natural resting place for all Pacific 
Ocean cables, it is expected that the 
Japanese Government 
will imme- 


diately look to the construction of a 
submarine cable from its shores east- 
ward, to avoid, if possible, messages 
for the United States having to pass 
around two thirds of the earth's sur- 
face upon 
foreign 
territory. 
Re- 


organized China will require develop- 
ment in the same direction. Fiance, 
as above-mentioned is pointing that 
way. 
Australia, New Zealand, Can- 


ada and the British government have 
resolved that a Pacific Ocean cable is 
an absolute necessity 
Within the 


Jaflt few months frequent interruption 
to the eastern extension cable aud its 
overland route 
in 
Australia has 


caused much inconvenience in Lon- 
don. 
The people of Hawaii, or those 


who represent 
the commerce and 


wealth of the Republic, are a unit 
upon the subject. A bill has been in- 
troduced in Congress, entitled, "The 
International 
Pacific 
Cable Com- 


pany," to permit the laying of cables 
from the Asiatic shores and southern 
continent of the Pacific Ocean to ter- 
minate at Hawaii.—Pacific American 
for March.

A great deal of speculation was In- 


dulged in during the past week or so 
concerning the "High Jinks" to be 
given by Company D in the Drill 
Shed.

Extending from 
the main table and forming the letter 
E were the three tables assigned to 
members of Company D and friends. 
On the outside of the tables were 
stacks of guns at regular intervals, 
giving the finishing touches to the 
decidedly military appearance of the 
8OBD6 
After the play ingof "Palolo" by the 


band, Company D and mends sat 
down to the most delightful spread 
that had been prepared by J. W. 
Chapman, the caterer. On the table 
of honor were two large cakes of lee, 
in the midst of which were frozen 
bouquets of various flowers. These 
were very wittily referred to by Lien- 
tenant Colonel Fisher in his response 
to the toast, "To the Volunteers." As 
soon as everyone had satisfied him- 
self with the good things, Toastmas- 
ter Captain W. G Ashley introduced 
Captain W. C, Wilder, Jr., who de- 
livered the address of welcome. Cap 
tain Wilder spoke as follows: "I had 
no idea of what this "High Jinks" 
•was going to be. Some of us are find, 
ing out for the first time what "High 
Jinks" are. (Laughter). I can say 
for iheCompany.ihat Oils is the firetoo- 
caaion where we bave all been brought 
together socially, and I assure you 
it is certainly a successful one. I am 
glad to be here, and am sure that all 
the rest of yon are of the same opin- 
ion.

man not being present, Adjutant- 
General Soper was called upon. The

joined In the chorus, rendering it with 
great gusto. 
The toast "To the Volunteers" was 


given by Lieutenant Jones, who spoke 
as follows: 


CITIZENS AND MEMBEES OF COM- 


PANY D:—We are here in response to 
that social feeling of good fellowship 
which is but the natural outcome and 
growth of companionship under cir- 
cumstances like those through which 
we have lately passed. Ours has been 
an experience keen with incidents 
and which has brought us closer to- 
gether, and from which 
we have 


drawn more or less benefit and know- 
ledge. The toast which I propose, 
"The Volunteers," 
is 
one. which 
should always awaken the kindly 
feelings of every supporter and friend 
of the Government; for it may be 
said that to the volunteers lies the 
honor and credit of establishing the 
present Government and of maintain- 
ing it ever since. The term volunteer 
applies not alone to the uniformed 
militia of today. It applies as well to 
those brave men who, in January, 
1893, undertook and successfully ear- 
ned into execution the plan to organ- 
ize a Government, which is today 
honored and respected abroad for its 
stability and intelligence. And it also 
applies to every-oue of those who, in 
the late insurrection, hastened to the 
support of the Government in its honr 
of need and peril, not knowing what 
they had to meet, but firm in the pa- 
triotic conviction that their cauaewas 
right and just and, if it lay withlu 
their power, should at all ha?ards be 
successful. 
Tbe Republic of Hawaii 
can, with reasonable pride, p<-int to 
its volunteers, who, through the last 
few years, bave stood resolutely, 
shoulder to shoulder, ever ready at the 
call of duty to respond; and when that 
call came, freely offered themselves— 
their lives if need be—and by their 
energetic action stamped out an insur 
rectiou which menaced tne life of the 
Government. 
The volunteers who 


wear the uniform of the Republic and 
bear its arn s and color, 1 know are 
looking forward in anticipation to the 
time when all our hopes of annexation 
will be realized, and they a8 militia 
wear tbe uniform and bear the starry 
flag of the great Republic across the 
water. But until that time arrives, 
their support and allegiance to this 
Government will be ax sincere and 
earnest as it has been in the past. The 


volunteer did not take up arena to 
suppresH the Insurrection for peinonul 
guln; they were actuated by that 
higher and nobler attribute—patriot- 
ism. It was that sentiment and spirit 
which urged them to display the fidel- 
ity and courage, which I am proud to 
say was ehown throughout the entire 
uriued support of the Goverumeut; 
that spirit which rises In the breast of 
every man ,when his rights, his 
liberty, his borne and tbe Government 
which protects him In the enjoyment 
of those rights are in danger. 


A toast "To the Volunteers' waa 


drunk. 
In 
response 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fisber spoke as follows. 
"In an 


Instance 
such 
as 
this I 
am 


never 
offended 
when overlooked. 
I wish to dispel tbe idea that I am a 
volunteer, . Ueutlemeu, I have been 
drafted into the service. 
[Laughter.] 


I might bave spoken with great force 
had I been given the chance to warm 
up; but I bave been placed next to an 
iceberg [referring to the block of ice 
directly iu front or bim, on the table], 
thus rendering all warmth In me im- 
possible." A parallel was drawn by 
the speaker between the National 
Guard of America and the corres- 
ponding body in Hawaii. 
He said 


they must needs to stimulate a patri- 
otic feeling from their very make-up. 


The band played "Rally 'Bound the 


Flag." 
Private Timmons, as orator of the 


evening, was called upon next. 
Mr. 


Timmons spoke in part, as follows: 
"I have been placed off in one cormer 
by myself and fael Very lonely, as I 
should. 
I am called upon for an 


oration. 
"An oration is an elaborate haran-

ne. that I believe describes it exactly, 
can do tbe harangue part very well, 


but tbe elaborate is oat of the ques- 
tion. My remarks tonight will be 
general and not in the nature of an 
oration." Tbe speaker then went on 
to give a review of the events during 
the late rebellion and the strength 
which the Government gained. 


Major Potter responded to the toast 


and spoke upon the advantages of an- 
nexation. 
Private Westoby, accompanied by 


Mr. Ordway on the guitar, sang the 
"P. G. Volunteers." The was heartily 
encored. 
In response to the toaat, "To the 
Press," W. H. Coney thanked the 
members of Company D for the pleas- 
ant entertainment and kind treat- 
ment given to members of tbe fra- 
ternity. 
Private Ramsey's poem was one 01 


the principal events of the evenini 
and created a great deal of merriment 
among tbe members of Company D— 
perhaps the only ones present whc 
sufficiently appreciated the jokes anc 
thrusts so ably rendered.

Ramsey stood up on a chair, and in an 
original manner recited the following 
poem:

How a little religious leaven 


leaventh the whole political himp 
is brought out in an interesting 
manner, by statistics compiled by 
Rev.T>r.

Although the tables are prepared 
to show the comparative voting 
strength of the Catholics aad Pro- 
testants in the United States, they 
also bring out the fact that a lajge 
percentage of the voters in the coun- 
try are not commUBicants'Of any 
church. 


Of the total population of 62,- 


622,250 in the Union, as enumera- 
ted in the last census, abont one- 
third, or 20,613,307 are described 
as church communicants, 13,974,- 
634 being Protestants and 6,257,- 
891 Roman Catholics. 
His esti- 


mate of the number of qualified 
voters is 15,137,889. 
At the last 


election for' President, the actual 
voters numbered 12,077,657. 
Of 


these actual voters he estimates 
that about 10,000,000 were norm- 
ally Protestants and that 3,500,000 
of these were Protestant common!* 
cants. Placing all the remaining as 
Roman Catholics, 
gives the last- 


named a voting strength of 2,000,- 
000, as against 3,500,000 Protest- 
ant church members. We see by 
this display of figures that the vot- 
ing strength of the nation is in the 
hands of the 10,000,000 nominal

As it is, they are 
loaroo and dear, and also of poor qual- 
ity. 
The picking of the California crop, 


however, begins before Feb. 1, lasting1 
until about the middle of May. Cali- 
fornia oranges always bring better prices 
than the Florida fruit, and it is held by 
the elope growers that this Is because 
the demand for fresh frnit aolds by tho 
human system is more exacting in the 
ipring than during the winter. Acting 
on this theory, only a few in California 
have cultivated the earlier ripening va- 
rieties which grow quite ns well there 
as in Florida. 


Orange picking time, both in Cali- 


fornia and Florida, is a good deal like 
hop picking time in hop regions, bean 
pulling time where beans are raised, 
and the cranberry season on the bogs of 
Cape Cod and New Jersey. It is signal- 
ized by the advent of a large floating 
population. In southern California thero 
are many Mexicans and some Chinese 
among the pickers. 
Orange picking 


in Florida is largely in the hands of the 
negroes as a matter of course, and the 
season in both regions is one-of general 
hilarity and unmitigated hustle. 


Oranges are not picked in a few days 


or weeks, as apples aro, because they, do 
not ripen simultaneously, as does tho 
frnit with which tho serpent temptrd 
Eve.

After the picking comes tho washing 


or scrubbing. In California this is usu- 
ally done by Chinamen.

sornbber has cleaned off the black stain 
or rnst and polished the frnit with a 
cloth tie passes the yellow sphere to tbe 
sorter who gathers all the oranges of 
tbe same size together. Sometimes he 
does this with a simple mechanical con- 
trivance consisting of runways. After 
the sorting each orange is wrapped in 
paper and boxed fpr shipment. 


Great ingenuity has been exercised by

vising of schemes preventing damage by 
cold weather. One of these is the start- 
ing of bonfires whenever the mercury 
sinks unduly. Another consists of a net- 
work of water pipes running through 
the grove, which, when the water is 
turned on, will project into the air in- 
numerable fine sprays, thus producing I to the ready mixed article we 
an artificial fog.

The exoelleat work of the Kind- 


ergarten in San Francisco is shown 
to some extent in the following ex- 
tract from Mrs. Cooper'a annual re- 
port of the Golden Gate Kinder- 
garten for 1893: 


I must not fail to give you the testi- 
mony of one of ojir most successful 
primary principals, who has been In 
the school department for over twen- 
ty -flv»years. Superintendent Swett, 
a notable educator, in his annual re- 
port, has tbe following. He says: ,1 
The training received in the Free 
Kindergarten schools is having a 
marked effect on the children that 
enter the receiving classes of the pub- 
lic schools. I asked Miss Agnes Man- 
ning, principal of the Webster School, 
one of the largest primary schools in 
the city, to give me a written opinion 
on this point, and received the follow- 
ing statement: 
Superintendent Swett 


DEAR SIR: I wish to tell you why 
I am so strongly in favor of Kinder- 
gartens. 
My school is in a crowded neighbor- 


hood. I have many children from 
tenement-houses and from the narrow 
streets south of Market street. 
Before tbe days of tbe Kindergarten 
these children, as soon as they could 
crawl, spent their walking Jives on 
the sidewalks From the age of two 
to six years they pursued the educa- 
tion of the street. The consequences 
were that at six they came to us with 
a fund of information of the worst des- 
cription, and a vocabulary that might 
excite the envy of the Barbary Coant. 
At the commencement of each new 
year they tumbled over each other in 
their rude haste to take up the unex- 
plored life of a school. They were in 
tens, fifties, hundreds in our yards. 
The novelty being past, the hard 
struggle commenced of keeping them 
from joining tbe army of truants, aod 
leading them into habits of work and 
cleanliness^ When I made my ap- 
pearance it was the signal for such 
asides, "Cheese it!" 
"Lie low!" 
"Here's tbe boss, kids!" 
A freckle-faced, blue-eyed, inno- 
cent-looking boy would fbock and 
astound us by swearing as roundly as 
a Nevada mule-driver. He had four 
years of street training, and it was up- 
hill work to uproot the ill weeds BO 
ratikly sown, and a alow task culti- 
vating a different and better crop. 
The Kindergartens have changed 
all this. They have taken the babies 
that used to be consigned to the curb- 
stone, trained and gut-led them along 
a path of development. Tkey have 
wisely attempted no cramming of the 
Infant brain with premature scholar- 
ship. They have surrounded the 
young lives with a fresh atmosphere. 
They have passed the hours in pleas- 
ant games, taught a purer language 
and led tbe little feet into a new civil- 
ization. 
Tbe children of tenement-bouses 
and narrow streets still come in tens, 
fifties and hundreds to begin life In a 
new school at the beginning of each 
school year. I hear no more, bow- 
ever, the wild phrases of the Barbary 
Coast or the mule-drivers' oaths The 
little ones are clean, self respecting, 
eager for knowledge. They have opin- 
ions of their owu on many things, 
and are quite anxious to express 
them. They neither know how to 
read nor to write. They have been 
taught to see, to observe, to tell about 
what they free and hear They have 
been taught to respect older people, 
to be honpst, to tell the truth. 
It la a rire thing now to find a child 
that doea not know it is wrong to 
steal. If you meet oce you may be 
sure he has never been ia a Kinder- 
garten. 
It used to be a common 
thing to find blase villains of six, who 
would e>teal anything on which they 
could lay their hands 
They were al- 
ways "finding" their neighbors' pen- 
cils, sponges, strings, pictures, books 
or stray toys. Wh£n caught in the 
act, they would grin in yoTnr face and 
tell you, "Them as finds, keeps." 
I think you will now understand 
why I am so strongly in favor of 
Kindergartens.

The facts on which these person 
were considered to be dangerous per 
sons and implicated in the rebellion 
can be shown by affidavits. Such 
showing removes all doubt that the! 
expulsion from the Hawaiian Island 
was based upon public reasons anc 
not from any malicious motives. 


The position and claim of tbe Ha 
waiian Government Is that there is n< 
treaty obligation precluding the ex- 
nulslon from the country of any per- 
pulslbn from the country of any per- 
sons of any nationality, wheneve: 
martial law is In force, and in tbi 
opinion of the Government such per- 
sons have violated tbe laws of tbe Be 
public, or have become implicated in 
any plot, conspiracy or treason agalns 
the Government. 
The Government, In order to exer 
else its rights nnder martial law an 
protect the community in times o 
actual rebellion, is not required t 
try and condemn such persons prior t 
their expulsion, but Is the sole judge 
not only of the necessity or propriety 
of declaring martial law, and placing 
the country or any part of it unde: 
martial law, but of tbe course to bi 
taken in respect of persons who in HE 
opinion are unsafe persons to be aJ 
lowed to remain within tbe country 
The provisions of tbe Habeas Corpui 


Act of Charles II, Section 12, "that no 
subject shall be sent prisoner beyonc 
the seas," and that "every such im- 
prisonment is illegal." and that "every 
such person so imprisoned may main- 
tain an action of false Imprisonment 
against the person or persons by whom 
he shall be so transported," is not 
part of the 
law of Hawaii. 
Any 


claim made by those persons must be 
based on some act which is illegal by 
Hawaiian law. "It is agreed that to 
support an action the act must have 
been wrongful or punishable where ii 
took place, and that whatever would 
be a good defense to tbe action, if 
brought there, must be a good defense 
everywhere." cf. Cooley on Torts, 
page 471. 
ft is true that an action may lie for a 
tort committed abroad, although in 
tbe country where tbe wrongful act 
was committed, no redress can be bad; 
but "it is well settled that whatever 
would be a justification for the act 
complained of in the place where it 
occurred, will be a justification in the 
place where the suit is tried, cf. 
Smith's Leading Cases, Vol I, Part 2, 
page 1059. The law iu Mostyn v. 
JFabrigas, as laid down by Lord Mans- 
fleld, is that "whatever is a justifica- 
tion in the place where the thing is 
done, ought to be a justification when 
the case is tried;" this decision has been 
uniformly followed in the Atnercan 
and English decisions cf. Whitford 
vs. tbe Panama Railroad Company, 
23 New York, pages 475 and 482. 


Tbe right of the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment to expel these persons is un 
doubled. 
"This Government could 


never give up the right of excluding 
foreigners whose presence they rnigh 
deem a source of danger to the Unitec 
States;" Mr. Everett, Secretary o 
State, to Mr. Maun, December 13 
1852. 
"Nor will this Governmen 


consider such exclusion of American 
citizens from Ru'-sin necessarily 
matter of diplomatic complaiut to 
that country;" Ibid. "Every society 
possesses the undoubted right to de- 
termine who shall compose ita mem 
bers, and it is exercised by all nations 
both in peace and war. A memorable 
example of the exercise of this power 
in time of peace was the passage of 
the alien law of tbe TJnited States, in 
tbe year of 179S;" Mr. Marcy, Secre- 
tary of State, to Mr. Fay, March 22, 
1856. 
'' • * There cau be 110 douta 
that it (this power) is possessed by all 
nations, and that eacb may decide for 
itself when the occasion arises de- 
manding iis exercise," Tbld. "The 
control of the people within its huits, 
and the right to expel from iu terri- 
tory persons who are dangerous to the 
peace of the State, are too clearly 
within the essential attributes of a 
sovereignty to be penously contested.

It may be remarked, 
however, that in Frauce and on tbe 
continent of Europe generally, the po- 
lice authorities have the right and are 
in the habit of setting ou foot proceed- 
ings against individuals upon suspi- 
cion merely, and not upon probable 
cause alleged under oath. The power 
referred to Is, no doubt, sometimes 
abused.

whenever their continued residence for 
any reason 
becomes obnoxious or 


harmful to tbe citizens of or to the 
State." Tiedemann Limitations of 
Police Power, p 143. 
Phillips vs. Eyre, 4 Q. B. 225 (1869) 
was an action for assault and false im- 
prisonment in Jamaica. Defense that 
the defendant was Captain-General 
and Governor-in-Chief of the Island of 
Jamaica; that divers persons had con- 
spired by force to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment, had broken out in open 
rebellion and committed many burg- 
laries, robberies and so on, and tbe 
civil power had been over-powered by 
the rebels, and tbe defendant, with the 
aid of the military aud naval forces, 
bad by force of arms arrested the prog- 
ress of the rebellion, and finally that 
an Act of indemnity had since been 
passed. 


The Court, Cockburn, C. J., said: 
"It appears to us clear that where, by 
tbe laws iu other countries, an act 
complained of is lawful, such act, 
though it would have been wrongful 
by our law if committed here, cannot 
l>e made the ground of an action in an 


court. To hold the contrary 


would be attended with the moat in- 
convenient and startling consequences 
and would be altogether contiary to 
hat comity of nations iu matters of 
aw to which effect should if possible 
he given. Thus an arrest and 1m- 
risonment might be perfectly justi- 
ed by the law of a foreign country 
nder circumstances in 
which it 


would be actionable here. It would 
be impossible to hold in such a case an 
action could oe maintained in an Eng- 
lish court" 


"Tbe same reasoning would apply 


where au act, though uot eujoined, is 
yet authorized aud rendered lawful by 
the law of the country where it is 
done. There would have been no in- 
tention -to inflict a wrong in'such a 
case, nor according to the law of the 
particular country will any right have 
been infringed." 


The decision in that case was based 


on the ground that the Act of indem 
nity protected the defendant. It was 
affirmed on error in 1870, in 6 Q. B L. 
R. 1, the Court saying that ''in order 
to found a suit in England fora wrong 
alleged 
to have been 
committed 


abroad, the act must not have been 
justifiable by the law of the place 
where it was done. 


A judicial tribunal cannot deter- 


mine political questions such as that 
which is involved in the propriety of 
declaring martial law or of its contin- 
uance. In State vs. Georgia, 6 Wall. 
63 (1868), the Court said that "the dis 
tiuction between tbe judicial and 
political power Is so generally ac 
knowledged in the jurisprudence both 
of England and this country that we 
need do no more than to refer to some 
of the authorities on the subject. They 
are all in one direction, that this 
Court has no jurisdiction over ques- 
tions of politicarrights, rights of State 
sovereignty, of politl-al jurisdiction, 
of government, of tbe questions of cor- 
porate existence as a State,"

day morning with Captain McAllister 
and crew of tbe steamer Pele, which 
was wrecked off tbe coast of Kauai 
last Sunday morning at 2 o'clock. 


The Pele left this port at noon on 


Saturday last with 200 tons of coal and 
a small cargo of general freight. 


Captain McAllister was feeling his 


way along the coast between Koloa 
and Eleele. The night was intensely 
dark and this, together with heavy 
rain squalls, made navigation ex- 
tremely dijBcult. 
The intention of 


tbe captain was to haul in close to 
shore in order to get his bearings, and 
then proceed on his way to Makaweli, 
to which port he was bound. 


Midway between Koloa and Eleele 


is a sunken rook, known as Pohaku- 
mann. This lies close to the route 
followed by steamers- skirting the 
Kauai coast between the two ports 
named above, and is submerged about 


Her dimensions were 03 follows: 102 


feet long, 82 feet 6 Inches in breadth, 
and 9 feet 7 inches in depth. Her reg 
istered tonnage is 132 04. 


The wreck of the Pele is a complete 


loss to the 1.1. 8. NvCo. as they carry 
their own insurance. 


The officers of tbe Pele were as fol 


lows: W. McAllister, captain; A. 
Markeson, mate; H. T. Walker, chief 
engineer: B. Windrath, second en- 
gineer; Jas. Shaw and Louis Schmidt, 
firemen. The crew consisted of seven- 
teen men. 
The rock which the Pele struck is 
distant one mile from shore at a place 
called Nomilu, on tbe Kauai coast, 
between Koloa and Wahiawa. 


It is claimed by some that Captain 
McAllister should have put in at Ko- 
loa, instead of attempting to make 
Makaweli In the squally weather that 
was prevalent at the time of the 
wreck. Tbe captain and officers state 
that It was impossible to see land, 
and all that could be done under the 
circumstances was accomplished. No 
blame has been attached to any one 
for the wreck. 


The location of the rock which 
caused the loss of the Pele has always 
been considered a dangerous point for 
vessels to pass. A close watch must nec- 
essarily be kept in order to steer clear of 
the dangerous place. Most of the time 
the rock is under water and a wide 
berth isr given the spot by vessels ply- 
ing between Island ports. 


The rook is something like fifty feet 
across. Several years ago a whaler 
was wrecked thereabouts. 


This is the second steamer lost by 
the Inter-Island Company during the 
past year and a half, the other being 
the C. B. Bishop, which went ashore 
at Nawlliwili.

three feet at high tide. 
Although 


Captain McAllister knew of the posi- 
tion of the rock and its danger, be 
had no idea he was heading right in 
its direction nntil tbe Pele struck. 
When tbe Pele came into collision 
•with the rock the shock was some- 
thing frightful. The staunch little 
craft shivered from stem to stern, and 
to those aboard of her it was evident 
she had made her last voyage. The 
steamer seemed to climb right up on 
the rock and lay there perfectly help- 
less. 


It did not take long to see that noth- 


ing could be done to relieve tbe vessel, 
and as she commenced filling almost 
immediately Captain McAllister con- 
cluded to abandon her. Tbe ship's 
boats were lowered, a few articles 
thrown in, and the crew pulled off, 
remaining in tbe vicinity, however, 
until the steamer keeled over. They 
then made for Eleele, tbe nearest 
landing place, and arrived there about 
two hours after, tired and wet from 
the long pull and rainy weather. 


When the four passengers, two men 


and two women, were safely landed 
the two boats returned to the Pele to 
see if anything eauld be saved. Some 
of the personal effects of the crew, to- 
gether with spars, ropes and other 
articles were all that could be procured. 


The crew pulled back to snore with 
tbe articles saved, and joining tbe 
passengers left at Eleele, walked over 
to Nomilu. a place abreast of the rock 
upon which the steamer was wrecked. 
Here they remained, until about 5 
o'clock Tuesday evening, when they 
took to the boats again and returned 
to Eleele, there to await tbe arrival of 
the Iwalaui. 


At about 7 o'clock Tuesday morning 
tbe Iwalaui arrived at Nomilu and 
took tbe crew and passengers aboard; 
also the two boats and the articles 
saved from tbe wreck. 


The Pele was formerly the steam 
schooner Surprise an<i was built in 
San Francisco. She came here from 
that port and was bought by the old 
Pacific Navigation Company for the 
island trade. In 1886 the vessel ar- 
rived here and was put to work imme- 
diately. Evidently tbe steamer was 
not a paying investment, for in July. 
1886, she was fold to tbe Inter Island 
Steam Navigation Company for some- 
thing over $10,000, thu price paid for 
tbe boat by the Pacific Navigation 
Company being something in the 
neighborhood of $22,000 


The Inter-Island Company trans 


formed the steam schooner into tbe 
steamer Pele, and expended a large 
sum of 
money in 
refitting her. 


When 
she was completed 
the 


Inter-Island Company valued her 
at 
$26,000 
The 
Pele has been 


constantly in the island trade since 
1888 and has done good aervii-e. 
The Pele was a very alow steamer, 


being able to make only five knots an 
hour in calm weather. 8bf made up, 
however, in her capacity for storing 
sugar. Every one who has seen or 
inspected the steamer must have no- 
ticed her breadth in comparison to 
tbe other Island steamers. She was 
able to carry about 4000 bags of sugar.

Scientific Study of Bacteriology to 


be Instituted. 


I)K. HAI.K'8 APPLICATION FA\ OHED 


1\ 111 Take Six Months Special Btad^r in 


Germany If Accepted—New l*oc 
for Ingnno A»ylum—Closer Attention 
to Births, Doatha and Marriages. 


The Board of Health held its 


usual weekly meeting Wednesday 
afternoon. A large part of the ses- 
sion was taken up with the consid- 
eration of rules and regulations for 
the examination of lepers. The 
report of the committee was adopt 
ed. 
Superintendent Meyer was 


present at the meeting and sub- 
mitted many suggestions regarding 
the conduct of affairs at the settle- 
ment. 


The application of Dr. Albert D. 


Hale of Chicago to take charge of 
tbe 
Government 
experimental 


laboratory for the study of leprosy 
was read. 
Dr. Hale has just re 


turned to Chicago after several 
months study with Dr. Koch and 
other eminent bacteriologists in 
Berlin. He stated that should his 
application be accepted, he desired 
to be allowed to return to Germany 
at his own expense and cake up 
studies for about six months that 
would fit him especially for the 
work in this country. Dr. Hale is 
very highly recommended by Drs. 
Day and Wood. He is 35 years 
old and the son of an eminent Chi- 
cago physician. He graduated in 
medicine in 1886 and immediately 
went to Germany for two years' 
study. On his return he held the 
position of surgeon-in-chief of the 
International 
Railway until Ms 


second trip to Germany during last 
year. He is a man deeply inter- 
ested in scientific research and the 
Government might consider itself 
fortunate in obtaining his services. 
The secretary was instructed to 
writa Dr. Hale, stating conditions 
which will probably result in his 
accepting tbe position. The com* 
mittee on leprosy was instructed to 
employ a physician to start the 
work, that something .might be 
done previous to Dr. Bale's ar- 
rival. 


The committee on the Insane 


Asylum reported that new locks' 
could be put on the doors for $525. 
They were authorized to proceed 
with putting on the locks provided 
the cost could be kept within $500. 
Tbe*windmiH remains a stumbling 
block. The superintendent reports 
that it has been in operation since 
Sunday morning tbe 24th, and al- 
though strong winds have pre- 
vailed it has not yet suceeded in 
filling the tank. It is, therefore, 
impossible to say what will be ac- 
complished with lighter winds.

A BIG LINER'S 
COAL BILL 


About 600 Tons a Day for the 


Lucania's Furnaces. 


On the subject of the probable quan 


tities of coal which are daily shovelec 
into tbe furnace mouths of snob big 
Atlantic liners as the steamers Paris 
New York, Campania and Lncania, 
not a little guesswork has been ex 
pended. Ten years ago one hundred 
;ons a day a day were considered 
most prodigious consumption, little 
likely to be exceeded in the years to 
come. 
Since then, however, the 


oublic mind has been educated up to 
ligner figures, and statements of two 
and even three hundred tons a day 
lave ceased to attract more than 
)assing notice. Three hundred and 
ifty tons, in fact, are said to be 
mrned on the Paris and the New 
fork in every twenty four hoars, bat 
of the Lncania and Campania no 
particulars have ever been given, so 
;bat an approximation based on what 
s known of the power equipment of 
ihese ships is all that can be offered. 


Twenty - eight thousand horse- 


)ower has been assumed to ba the 
imount that each of these vessels 
require to propel them at the great 
ipeeds which tbey maintain. Added 
o this power of the main engines 
most be the appreciable figure repre 
sen ted by the host of the auxiliary 
engines and pumps which are neces 
sary adjuncts, and which, with the 
steam heating systems and hot-water 
apparatus, help to swell tbe steam 
consumption to such a degree that a 
otal allowance of, 
say, sixteen 


ionnds of steam per hour for each of 
he twenty eight thousand horse- 
>ower may be taken as quite within 
be mark. 
Allowing, then, to a 


oiler performance of eight pounds 
f steam per pound of coal, which 
annot be far wrong, we have a coal 
onsumption of two pounds per hour 
or each horse-power, 
or 
66,000 


rounds, equivalent too 600 tons per 
ay. This is pretty plain figuring, 
bougb, of course, partly speculative, 
and while the outcome may seem ex- 
ggeratedly high, it, no doubt, quite 
rnthfully represents the facts in the 
ase.—Cassier's Magazine.
